“Wuom Jupiter wishes to des- 
troy, he first drives mad” is, 
perhaps, the most charitable ex- 
planation that can be put upon 


recent developments in Korea, 


which have culminated in the abdica- 


tion of Emperor Yi Heui and the 
accession of the Crown Prince. 


The events of the last few months: 
are probably too near to admit of 


adjustment in their proper perspec~ 
tives but we are acquainted with at 
least some of the more salient fea~ 
tures, After a period of outward 
calm the unhappy country is thrown 
into a fresh fever of political 
excitement by the news that the 
Ministry has been charged by the 
Japanese Resident-General with 
“intriguing abroad” and has been 
dismissed by the Emperor. The 
appointment of another Cubinet is 
the signal for an orgunized effort| 
to compass the deaths of the new 
Ministers, who are held to be too 
subservient to the wishes of Marquis 
Ito. Before it has been possible to 
cope with these intrigues and plots, 
each of which, it will be noted, 
gives Japan additional cause to 
tighten her hold upon the country, 
the arrival of « Korean deputation 
at The Hague is announced. At 
present little is known of the origin 
of this mission, but it is hardly to be 
supposed that’ the Japanese were 
not us cognizant of its journey as 
was the Emperor of Korea himself. 
The secret of its existence, however, 
was well kept, until it endeavoured 
to present its petition at The Hague 
and was denied a hearing by the 
President of the Conference. There 
has been an attempt to attribute 
foreign instigation to this inauspic~ 
ions move, hut it is to be hoped that, 
if Korea seeks to rely upon Western 
advice at the present juncture, she 
may be better served than she has 
heen by the promoters of the de- 
putation. As it constituted @ 
breach of the Treaty of November 
1905, it has, in the words of the 
semi-official organ of the German 
Foreign Office, completely forfeit- 
ed Korea to Jupanese action.” ‘The 
abdication of the Emperor has

“The latest informa- 
tion from Seoul points to a state of 
anarchy in the Korean capital, which 
may well extend to other parts of 
the country, before the Japanese 
troops are ‘able to enforce order. 
Korean troops are said to have made 
common cause with the rioters, and 
street-fighting has already led to 
many casualties. The fact that the 
Premier’s residence has been set on. 
fire points to the inadequacy at the 
moment of the Japanese troops to 
guard all the points where the mob| 
might be expected to attempt to 
wreak their vengeance, and renders 
necessary the precaution of landing 
British and American marines 
for the protection of the respective 
Consulates. A possible explanation 
of such a determined outbreak on 
the part of the Seoul populace may 
Le found in the letter of the Korean 
Councillors of State to Marquis Ito, 
in which they promise their support 
to the new régime, if the Japanese 
ideal fairly with the Emperor ; but: 
in the event of any indignity being 
shown to him they declare that the 
nation is prepared todieas martyrs in 
his cause. In view of the traditional 
feeling of the Koreans against. the 
Japanese it would require little to 
arouse the people at this time ; and 
there will, no doubt, have been 
many ill advised enough to spread 
the report that the Japanese were 
spiriting away the Emperor. As far 
‘as this unhappy monarch himself 
is concerned, he may well have 
reason to be satisfied.with the course 
events have taken. He can point 
to few periods of peace and unalloy~ 
ed content in his nominal reign of 
forty-three years, while the last 
fifteen years have been full of 
bitterness and personal terror. The 
one thing necessary, however, for 
his future welfare is that he should 
be removed from the temptation of 
intrigue, which  owii to the 
atmosphere in which he has lived so 
Jong has become apparently part of 
his natare. 

With the restoration of order 
throughout the country and the 
inauguration of the new régime, 
with the powers of the Emperor 
restricted and the Japanese Pro- 
tectorate more strictly defined, the 
task of Japan in Korea will still be 
in its elementary stages. We aro 
unwilling to believe with Mr. H. B. 
Hulbert, whose name, it so happeas, 
has been mentioned in a recent 
telegram from Seoul, that we are 
witnessing the extinction of a nation: 
It-is true that Japan has shown 
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no special aptitude for gaining the 
affection or the -of the 
Koreans from the days of the 


Hideyoshi invasion in 1592, down to 
1895 when ‘her accredited Minister 
to the Court at Seoul lent himself to 
the assassination of the Queen, or 
again since the recent war when 
the has allowed Korea to be over- 
run by her nationals of a most 
undesirable class, whose attitude 
towards the Koreans must inevit- 
ably thwart the best intentions of 
the Japanese Government. Unlike 
other nations who:have proved. suc- 
bessful in Empire, Japan, ashasbeen 
pointed out, suffers from the absence 
of a moral and religious motive, 
which must reduce her “ missien ” 
‘abroad to a purely political justi- 
fication of Empire. Her domina- 
tion of alien peoples, therefore, 
threatens to be possible as a per- 
manent factor only in the form 
bf a political tyranny, unless sho 
wolops certain subsidiary capa- 
ities. for Empire that have hitherto 
the notice of the world. 
The first essential is the power of 
understanding alien and inferior 
les; and, even if this be 
iimed by her ruling caste, it is 
evident that the nation as a whole 
is utterly devoid of it. .In.Korea, 
therefore, a wise step for the 
sucoess of her undertaking would 
be:the summary ejection of ail her 
low-caste emigrants and an un- 
flinching resolution to extend 
ample protection to all classes of 
Koreans against the arbitrary or 
unsympathetic actions of other 
Uapanese, official or unofficial.

Bat the ciroum- 
stances of the by-elections at Jarrow 
and in the Colne Yalley are not 
ordinary, any more:than the cir- 
cumstances of the present Govern- 
ment: and in these two defeats, 
following so clostly upen each 
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other, of Mini tes, 
is fair to see grave significance. 
Both constituencies have invariably 
returned Liberal Members for the 
last four elections, stretching over a 
period of fifteen’ years, which at 
once takes away all suspicion of| 
caprice on the part of the electors. 
Yet in the Colne Valley where Sir 
James Kitson was unopposed in 
January 1906, the Liberal candi- 
date of eighteen months later can 
only secure 3495 votes ina poll of 
10,370: and at Jarrow, Mr. 8. L. 
Hughes, who is not only an uncom- 
promising Radical and staunch 
Nonconformist, but a brilliant 
speaker and a man of personal 
charm and wide popularity, was 
1200 votes behind the successful 
Labourleader, Mr. Pete Curran, and 
over 400 behind the Unionist can- 
didate. In neither case can the 
Liberals plead a split vote as they 
have been able to do for at least 
‘one previous defeat, For it was 
not Unionists that beat their 

















candidates at Jarrow and Colne 
Valley, but a Labour man anda 
Socialist. 

The trath is that the so-called 
Liberal Government has never been 
more in reality than a Coalition. 
This can be seen by one glance at! 
the Cabinet which contains men of 
such different shades of opinion as 
Sir Edward Grey and Mr. R. B. 
Haldane, Mr. Augustine Birrell 
and Mr. Lloyd-George, and Mr. 
John Burns. Already it has be- 
gon to suffer from the disndvan- 
tages common to coalitions. To 
satisfy the hungry demands of his 
many incongrnous followers, Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman was 
obliged to burden himself with an 
utterly unwioldy mass of legislative 
schemes, nearly half of which he. 
has had to throw overboard already 
in sheer despair of ever bringing 
the whole cargo to port. This has 
distressed nearly all the followers of 
the Government in common, and it 
has infuriated the partisans of 
the different sections. The Non- 
conformists are maddened by the 
failure of the Education — Bill 
and Mr. McKenna’s Passive Re- 
sistance Bill, and utter unveiled 
threats of what they will do, 
if they are much longer put off 
with’ empty promises. Teetotalers 
are annoyed by the deferring of the 
Licensing Reform Bill. The Irish 
Council Bill had to be dropped 
because the Nationalists would none 
of it; and that unstable force has 
since broken entirely with the 
Government. The Labour Mem- 
bers—in spite of the sop they 
received in the iniquitous Trade 
Disputes Bill—are angered by the 
Government’s refusal to commit 
itself immediately to Old Age 
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Pensions, and will hardly be pleased 
with the abandonment of the mea- 
sures for reform of Labour in 
Mines. Apart from this it will be 
remembered that the Labour Party 
has repeatedly boasted that it will 
only stand in with the Liberals 
until it is strong enongh to stand 
itself. Finally, by the utter 
failure to fulfil its threat of dealing 
with the House of Lords, “ the 
strongest Government of modern 
times ” has lost enormous prestige 
among. its friends, and given to its 
enemies the sword of inextinguish- 
able derision. 

But a far more serious side of 
the recent by-elections than the 
waning popularity of one par- 
ticular Mi , is seen in the 
political faith of the two newly, 
retarned Members. It. is true that) 
at this years’s Easter conference of 
the Independent Labour Party, a 
proposal to make Socialism a part 
of the Labour programme was 
rejected by a considerable majority 
among the trades represented at the 
conference. But there is enough 
likeness between the avowed aims: 
of Labour men, pure and simple, 
aud the vague theories of Socialists, 
to make any increase in the force 
of one side or the other—in this 
case of Jarming. Such. 
solid definitions as the Socialists 
jean point to in their decidedly 
indefinite creed—as_nationalization 
of capital, nationalization of land, 
free breakfast tables, old age 
pensions, and the abolition of rent, 
interest and profit,—are found in 
the Labour propaganda, and have 
heen boldly avowed hy Mr. Philip 
Snowden M. P. who belongs, not to} 
the Social Democratic Federation, 
but to the Independent Labour 
Party. In fact the Liberal Go- 
vernment is not losing hold only 
because its legislative programme: 
is congested and unsatisfying, but: 
because the vast masses of working, 
men have begun to perceive what 
power the vote has given them, 
without, however, perceiving that 
their own interests must be event- 
ually identical with their masters’. 
‘Where that imperfect perception 
will carry them and their fellow 
countrymen in the course of the 
next century, is assuredly the most! 
serious question that England has 
now to face. To substitute Col- 
lectivism for Individualism is but to 
exchange one form of servitude for 




















another, and to eliminate only that: 
stimulus of personal interest and 
self-responsibility which is needed 
for success in every undertaking. 
The Borough Council and London 
County Council elections of the past! 
spring show that the middle classes 
are alive to the danger: and history 
shows that Individualism must win 
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‘at the last. But for the moment 
we are on the verge of a contest— 
not a bloody upheaval like the 
French Revolution, but a slow irre- 
sistible transformation, the more 
terrible that its methods are osten- 
sibly pacific—which blot out 
the old landmarks of Conservative 
and Liberal, and may even imperil 
the whole future of the nation. 











CHINA AND TIBET.

idea of China as a modern 
civilizing agency will seem strange 
to many minds, but such indeed is 
the part she is called upon to per- 
form in Tibet and is porforming 
consciously and with some de- 
termination. For nearly two hund- 
red years Tibet has been a depend- 
ency of this empire, but the re- 
lations between the two ples 
have never been close. the ob 
ligations of the vassal kingdom have 
been met by entrusting the military: 
and foreign administration of th 
country to representatives of China 
and by sending at stated intervals 
tribute missions to Chengtu and 
Peking. Trade there has naturally’ 
been between the two countries, 
every Tibetan is more or less a 
trader, and in this tespect resem- 
bles his more powerful neighbours. 
But what may be styled a definite 
forward policy in Tibet on the part 
of the Chinese is of recent growth 
and may be attributed to the 
stimulating influence of British 
action in that Hermit country. It 
was only in April of last year that 
China's’ formal adhesion’ to the 
Lhasa Convention of September 
1904 was secured by an agreement 
signed at Peking, and within less 
than six months the final instalment 
of the indemnity exacted three 
years ago will have been paid and 
the British occupation of Tibetan 
territory will terminate. From 
January 1908 China will once 
again be restored to the undisputed 
overlordship of Tibet ; but it would 
seem that the interest shown in the 
country by the Indian Government 
has suddenly aroused the Chinese 
authorities to an appreciation of its 
potentialities and considerable ac- 
tivity has of late been remarked on 
the Szechuan frontier. 

Within the scope of the new 
forward policy falls the decision to 
increase the Chinese garrison in 
Tibet, which now numbers con- 
siderably less than 5,000 men, to 
provide military training schools 
for Tibetans and to send annually a 
certain number of the more pro- 
mising students to military colleges 
in China. A more — practical 
method of developing the resources 
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of Tibet is to be found in th 
proposal -to settle young farmers 
in the country, and a start has 
already been made in the new 
Batang Territory on this side of 
the frontier and in the prineipal 
valleys across the border, As 
was stated in our columns a few 
weeks ago, the scheme provides, 
for an annual expenditure of Tis. 
3,000,000, which is not only to: 
defray the cast of sending” the 
wttlers to their new Hones ad- 
ately equipped, but also to 
nit them hale Unfortu- 
mately the novelty: and compre- 
hensiveness of the scheme are 
nilitating against its success, as the 
wople concerned, unaccustomed to 
suclt wonderful philanthropy on the 
yart of the Government, mistrust 
the proposed lund settlement. They: 
fear that they may he induced to 
leave their present quarters only to 
he stranded in a new count 
while the money intended for th 
reposes in the pockets of the in- 
termediary officials. It is to be 
hoped that their fears will be! 
overcome in time to prevent the

THE CAPTURE OF 
PRIVATE PROPERTY 
AT SEA. 


July 25. 

Anovr two and a half years ago 
the present Lord Chancellor ad- 
dressed a letter to “The Times” 
advocating the entire exemption 
from capture of private property 
at sea “unless really contraband, 
or its place of destination be a 
heleagured fortress.” He made no! 
pretence of being influenced by 
altruistic motives in putting for- 
ward this proposal, but contended 
that, “on the balance of argument, 
coolly weighed, the interests of 
Great Britain will gain much from 
achange long and eagerly desired 
hy the great majority of other 
Powers.” * Our merchant marine,” 
he said, “is vulnerable in proportion 
to its size and ubiquity,” and there 
has heen a growing feeling among’ 
the public at home, who are misled 
hy this specious statement, that 
Britain would do well to relinquish 
her traditional policy in regard to 
maritime capture. Before entering 
into a discussion of the subject it 
may be as well to state as briefly 
as possible the past and present 
policy of great Britain. Grotius, 
in 1625, laid it down as an axiom 
of International Law that a bel- 























ligerent Power had the right to con- 
fiscate and destroy the enemy's pro- 


an unprofitible burden to the Em-|i 





perty wherever found. Since bis 
day this axiom has been consider- 
ably modified on land and sea. 
Until 1856 the English rule was 
“ enemies’ goods can be captured 
even on board neutral ships, and 
neutral goods are free from co 
fiscation even on board enemies’ 
ships.” The Declaration of Paris 
‘of 1856 laid down the principle 
that “ Enemies’ goods in. neutral 
ships, and neutral goods in enem- 
” shi not liable to capture” 
neutral flag covers 
enemies’ goods with the exception 
of contraband of war.” Britain 
assented to this doctrine after the 
Crimean War, refusing to agree to 
the American proposal at the time 
of the Declaration of Paris that, 
“the private property of subjects 
or citizens of a belligerent on. the 
high seas shall he exempted from 
seizure by publi¢ armed vessels. of 
the other belligerent, except it 
he contraband.” “It is the latter 
principle that is now being put 
forward by the American delegates 
at The Hague, ; 
Strong indictments of the aboli- 
tion of the capture of private 
Property at sea are contributed by 
Cuptain Mahan, the eminent 
American naval authority, and 
Mr. J. 8. Corbett, in the “ Nae 
tional Review” and the “ Nine- 
teenth Century,” respectively. Like 
the Lord Chancellor, both of 
these writers regard’ the mat- 
ter from 2 material point 
of view, and they demonstrate the 
fact that so far From its being to 
Britain's advantage to carry ont. 
Lord Loreburn’s proposal, it would 
he deliberately playing into the 
hands of the military Powers. The 
abandonment of her traditional 
policy would be to the advantage 
of Powers possessing weak fleets 








and strong armies. We need 
not, therefore, seriously con= 
sider the argument that by 


accepting the American proposal 
we shonld be gratifying the other 
great Powers. It would afford 
them equal gratification, if we 
decided to dispose of our navy. 
The advocates of Lord Loreburn’s 
proposals argue: that private pro- 
perty ashore, ‘unlike private jtro- 
perty at sea, is generally immune 
from eapture ; that the enemy could 
still he crippled by blockades ; that 
our own commerce would benefit 
hy the rule in time of war ; and 
that a real motive for the growth 
of armaments would be removed. 
Let us see how far these contentions 
are borne out by the facts ; first 
dealing with the analogy between 
the capture of property on land and 
on sea. The object of an invasion 
is to produce a stagnation of 
national life. In the Franco-German 
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‘War this result was achieved not: 
merely by pitched battles, but by 
the exercise of belligerent rights 
over property. Contributions and 
requisitions were levied ; roads, 
railways and inland waterways were 
‘occupied, 80 us to render commerce 
impossible, ‘This pressure on the 
national lifo of the populace is one 
of the greatest factors in bringing 
‘a war to an end, and as’Mr. Corbett 
‘ints out, the right of capture at} 
yea is nothing more than the con- 
trol of sea-communications, while 
the conversion of a belligerent’s mer 
chant vessel may be compared: with 
the requisitions and contributions 
demanded from an enemy’s towns. 
‘When we come to the question 
of blockades we are between two 
extremes. According to the De- 
claration of Paris “ Blockades, in 
order to be binding, must. be effec 
tive—that is to say maintained by 
‘afore sufficient really to prevent: 
access to the coast of ‘the enemy.” 
The advent of the submarine and 
torpedo has rendered impossible the 
‘old form of blockade when it was 
understood that the port blockaded 
would be watched by ships anchored 
‘or stationed sufficiently near to 
make egress or ingress obviously 
dangerous. The \principle of a 
distant blockade would, — there~ 
fore, have to be recognized 
by the Continental Powers, and 
to show how advantageous the: 
application of this principle would 
be to Great Betas: ff Corbett | 
supposes a war with France (as 
the most unlikely and therefore’ 
an examy which can be 
taken without offence). To! 
maintain a distant blockade it 
would be-permissible for Britain to 
station a line of cruisers 'from the 
Lizard to: Cape Ortegal, and declare 
a blockade of all the French At- 
lantic and Channel. ports. Then,after 
due notice, every neutral and every. 
Fronch vessel leaving, or consigned 
to, a French port, would be liable 
to be captured and sent in for judge~ 
ment for an attempted ‘breach of 
blockade. Would the other Powers. 
recognize a principle that would 
place Great Britain in a position of 
oven greater advantage on the sex 
than that.she oceupies at present? 
We have space only to deal with one 
more argument in favour of the Lord 
Chancellor's proposal : the benefit 
to our own commerce. This we 
believe to be utterly illusory. A 
hostile craisor has a very limited 
range of action. She must return to 
port to coal from time to time.

For 
the last ten years it’ has been my de~ 
sie to hand’ over the management of 
tutional affairs to the Crown Prince, 
‘wt the time to do 80 did not come until 
today. Thinking it now, however, 
igh tne to do so, L have this day 

warily sbdicated the Throne in

onder of things and is a matter of| 
‘ongmatulation for our country. How- 
ver the ignorant people, failing to 
derstand this principle, may have 
their passions aroused and attempt to 
create riots. The Resident-General is, 
therefore, requested to stop stich at- 
tempts oF to suppress them in case of 

-ecessity,”

THE STATE OF RUSSIA. 

Though the “Novoe Vremya” says 
80, I verily believe that, despite the 
existence of the Duma, the disorder in 
Russia is almost as great as ever. The 
reader may draw whatever conclusion 
he likes; but I think that it would be 
a mistake to conclude that the Duma 
to blame, for the Duma has, so fs 
been unable to put into practice any of 
its schemes for the tranquillization of 
the country.

Translation of a letter from the Taotai 
to the Senior Consul, dated 7th 
July, 1907. 

I write to inform yon that I have 
recently perused in the “ Universal 


tion by the Police, wherein it ix stated 
that wherever water pipes are laid outside 
the Settlement, and in case of residents 
using Waterworks water, the Police 
will give protection, as circumstances 
therefor arise. 

Tt appears to me that points beyond 
the Settlement are undoubtedly under 
the control of the Chinese territorial 
officials, and there is no necessity for 
interference by the Police. ‘The limits 
of matual authority are clearly defined 
indeed, though the Settlement 
is in reality within'the nits of the 
territorial authority, the Municipal 
Council has never permitted the deput- 
ing of ® Chinese official to suppress 
disturbance or perform Police duties, 
while even a proclamation issued by the 
territorial officials requires the signa- 
ture and stamp of the Senior Consul 
before it may be posted. 

Whon the promoted Tsotai Yuan 
permitted the temporary laying of water 
pipes outside the Settlement in locali- 
ties contiguous thereto, it was for the 
convenience of native residents, for 
their, consumption and use, for the 
extension of the business of a foreign 
<a undertaking, and by way of 

yporary compromise, It is difficult 
to understand how the granting of 
such can be tarned into 
‘a plan for taking an ell when given 
jan inch. If the proclamation alluded 
to in the newspaper is really authentic, 
it can but be in breach of regulations, 
and I must ask you to investigate the 
matter and order its withdrawal. 
have, therefore, to beg that you will have 
the kindness to take note, and accord- 
ingly direct compliance, thus giving 
proof of your public goodwill.

There is considerable difference of 
opinion as to the practical utility of 
Mr. Brennan's invention. The inven- 
tor himself believes that it will revolu- 
tionize the methods of transport of the 
world. By its means, he thinks, vehicles 
of colossal dimensions, more like moving: 
hotels or ships on shore, the usual 
form of railway carriage, will travel 
at velocities probably two or three times 
greater than are attainable st present ; 
at the same time there will be 
a complete absence of lateral oscillation 
in the carriages and a yreat increase in 
the smoothnesk with which they can 
run. A portion of the scientific press 
considers that the invention has demon- 
strated nothing, and ix merely a new 
scientific toy. ‘There can be uo doubt, 
however, that there are enormous 
possibilitios in a monorail system of this 
kind.

‘on the 9th instant, from Wong Shing, 
the proprietor of the Great Eastern Dis- 
pensary, Hankow Road; and Chow 
Beb-fong, proprietor of the said 
newspaper, was charged with having 
been concerned together with Bang 
‘Tsz-ling in the above-mentioned 
tortion, and was further charged with 
having attempted to extort by nieans of 
threats the sim of $100 from the said 
Wong Shing. 

‘Chow Beh-fong was sentenced to six 
months" imprisonment and was ordered 
to be expelled from the International 
Settlement upon his release from gaol. 
The Court also ordered his newspaper, 
the “Yu Yen Puo™ to be confiscated 
and remarked that it was of opinion 
that there were too many small Chinese 
newspapers in Shanghai:

IN CHINA. 


SEDITIOUS PROPA 
THWARTED. 
Concerning the report that agitation 
of a seditious nature has been dis- 
covered on the part of some natives of 
India serving in the North-China 
Command, the following facts have 
been officially commie ' 
British Military Authorities to the 
North-China newspapers :-— 


COLLECTING FOR THE 
“ PUNJABEE, 

Some time ago it came to the know 
ledge of the British Military Author- 
ities that a man called Ishwar Das, 
who is attached to the 47th Sikhs ax 
hospital assistant, had collected asim of 
money from the Indian clerks and 
remitted it to India as a mark of sym- 
pathy towards. the . Punjabee " news 
paper, native journal now suppressed 
by the Government of India. 

A letter written by Ishwar Das, fell 
into the hands of “his superiors, and 
the man hax since heen kept in close} 
arrest until his ease shall be finall 
disposed of, An Indian agitator 
named * Verma” is a friend of Ishwar 
Das, and the former after conclnding 
his ‘visit to Tientsin 
the hospital assistants at Tong 
and Shanhaiknan, Ax soon ax his 
wresence wax discovered atthe 
latter place he was at once turned 
‘out of the military lines the 
warning that, if discovered in any of 
them again, he will be handed over to 
the Provost Marshal, Verma imme- 
diately left for Newchwang. 

Two of the hospital assistants at 
Tongshan and Shanhaikuan were also 
placed in confinement for harbouring. 

Verma has since been released, It 
has not been necessary to make any 
other arrests. 

Men of the stamp of Verma have no 
influence whatever with the fighting 
races of India from which the Sepoys are 
drawn ; they intrigue to some extent 
among native clerks chiefly with a view 
to benefit themselves, and while 
not the slighest importance to be attach- 
ed locally to such intrigues the General 
Officer Commanding has uo intention 
whatever of permitting native clerks and 
others under his command to show 
sympathy with any political movement. 

The money collected by ees Dax 
from the Indian clerks mounted 
to some $37 and the draft instead of 
reaching its destination, is now in the 
hands of the Military Authorities.

If the 
International Bazaar and Féte was an 
historic event in the history of the 
Settlement, “Social Shanghai" is the 
best chapter of the history of that event 
that has yet been published. A more 
complete record, either in picture or 
letterpress, could not be desired, Photos 
‘of the promoters, their assistants, and 
the stalls, stall-holders and entertainers, 
are included, and there are descriptions 
of everything of interest about the féte. 
The illustrations are excellent, those of 
the stalls in the interior of the Great 
Hall being worthy of special praise. The 
topical songs in the Great Burlesque 
are reprinted in full, many pages of the 
official hand-book are reproduced in 
facsimile, and many of the stalls have 
several pages devoted to each of them. 
Friends at Home will be able to ap- 
preciate the magnitude of the under 
taking that brought over £7,000 into 
the coffers of the Famine Fund, and to 
those who took an active part in the 
organization of the fete“ Social 
Shanghai” for June will be welcome as 
1 lasting souvenir of the eecasion. 

We have received the first three 
isanes of the * Monthly Bulletin of the 
Educational Association of China.”
